What to Enclose in 


Overseas Parcels} 


Men and women in the Canadian 
service overseas .welcome parcels 
from home not because their rations 
aren't adequate, but like other mail 
for their moral value. 

“Keep them small, but keep them 
coming,” is the theme of many letters 
arriving from the United Kingdom. 

What to send? Hand-meade sweets 
afe fine, but you'll have to take the 
necessary sugar from your ration, 
(Canadian troops overseas are allow 
ed a sugar ration of 14 oz, a week), 
Hard cookies, shortbreads, hermits 
and fruit breads and cakes are fav 
orites, 

If you send home-made candy, pour 
it directly into a cardboard or tin 
container lined with waxed paper. 
Don’t cut in pieces, It travels better 
whole. 

Send notepaper, pencils, ‘packs of 
cards,.tooth paste, razor blades, cigar 
ettes, tobacco, handkerchiefs, socks 
chocolate bars, toffee, fudge, butter 
scotch, lifesavers and chewing gum. 
The last two items make good chink 
fillers between packages ag do hand- 
kerchief tissues. 

Wrap. foods carefully. Im packing 
cookies, line the box with waxed pa 
per and put a thin cardboard between 
each layer. Place less perishable 
kinds at the bottom, j 

Use sturdy lightweight container 
and stout wrapping paper and wrap 
or tie all parcels securely. Remember 
the 11-lb. maximum. A lot of good 
ness and variety can be packed into

The threat becomes more imminent 
as war compels the amount of civil 
fan goods to shrink and the supply of 
money to expand, The problem has 
been graphically presented by Harry 
Scherman in the current issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post under the 
title “Invisible Greenbacks,” ~ 

Hig thesis is that unless the Amer 
ican people in addition te paying 
heavy taxes, buy War Bonds to their 
utmost ability and so furnish the 

_ Treasury with funds for, war, the 
Government will have to create new 
money to pay the war bills. This it 
would do by selling its securities to 
the Nation’s commercial banks, who 
in turn pay for them by giving the 
Treasury credit in the form of a bank 

, deposit on their books, The checks 

drawn on these deposits represént, 
as Mr. Scherman puts it “invisible 
greenbacks,” used to pay for air- 
planes, guns and ships. A flood of 
this new money can lead to “unimag 
inable disaster,” bécause it seeks out 
let im the purchase of a diminishing 
amount of consumable goods, The 
arithmetic is incontrovertible; Much 
more money divided by far less goods 

equals sky-soaring prices, . 

Not since their establishment as a 
Nation have the American people ex 
perienced inflation of a nature to im 
peril their economy, They have alter 
ed their course whenever innate good 
judgement. showed the presence of 
danger, Today both patriotism and 
common sense urge every true Amer 
ican to do his own siphoning of sur 
plus spending power into the general 
reservoir of the nations credit, The 
purchase of War Bondy 'to the limit 
of capacity is the prime means of 
barring the way to this peril.—Chris 
tian Science Monitor,

tween June 15 and 30 will provide 
One bushel 
of fall rye added to 2 bushels of oats 
will also prolong the pasture well 
into the fall, 

Millet is another crop that may be 
seeded late—even as late as July 15 
if moisture conditions are favorable, 
Millet should be seeded with a drill 
on good, clean warm and well pre- 
pared land at the rate of 20 to 25 
It may be pastured 
when it is 10 inches to one foot in 
height, 

Additional acreage of corn may be 
seeded to provide green feed from 
about the end of July. 

Rape or kale may be seeded for 
late fall pasture, Seeded when the 
ground is suitable for sowing grain 
in the spring and until the end of 
July, Kale and Rape will be ready 
for pasturing in 6 to 8 weeks, These 
two crops have been found to be very 
satisfactory for finishing lambs in 
fall.
